He  spoke  of  the  for- 
e  f  .Uuwiutt  msiiutioiii'  wet  association*  which  bound  him  in 
Hffectiau  to  the  Old  Church,  and  ex¬ 
pressed  the  thought  that  this  should 
be  a  time  of  great  thanksgiving  for 
tbe  blessings  of  tbe  past  and  present. 
Then  he  introduced  the  speaker  of 
the  evening.  • 

Dr.  Burrell  opened  his  address  by 
reference  to  the  walls  of  the  church, 
how  dear  they  must  be  to  the  congre¬ 
gation,  from  the  tucred  associations 
they  held  to  all ;  and  with  this  re¬ 
mark  followed  a  series  of  stories  and 
reminiscences  that  gave  color  and 
great  humor  to  the  address  which 
followed,  upon  “Dutch  in  Relation  to 
New  Jersey  Puritanism." 

The  shaker  brought  a  hearty 
Dutch  greeting  from  the  oldest  exist¬ 
ing  evangelical  church  in  America. 
Ho  designated  the  Old  Bloomfield 
church  as  on  infant  of  days  compared 
with  the  cue  be  represented,  which 
bad  passed  its  second  centeumal.  He 
tpokb  of  the  pleasure  of  “remember¬ 
ing"  and  the  delight  of  fellowship. 
Thai  with  telling  earnestness  he 
drew  the  sketch  of  early  Dutch  Be¬ 
ginnings  in  America,  and  the  sturdy 
i-bamct eristics  which  marked  the  race. 
He  traced  the  quality  known 
American  thrift  to  tbe  industry  and 
honesty  and  economy  of  our  fore¬ 
fathers  in  Holtaud.  The  sale  of 
Manhattan  Island  was  referred  to  as 
a  good  precedent,  Holing  the  fact, 
however,  that  our  more  recent  deal¬ 
ings  with  the  Red  in&u  have  not  been 
carried  uu  with  the  same  just  impulse. 

The  Mtidwart  principles  which  had 
induced  the  maintenance  of  a  foot¬ 
hold  of  ground,  political  liberty  and 
religieuh  freer  loin,  notwithstanding 
all  Uuimterforces,  mails  them  fit  sub¬ 
ject*  to  join  hands  with  the  perse¬ 
cuted  heroes  of  Puritan  New  Englatul 
in  tbe  signing  of  the  Declaration  for 
human  equality  aud  independence. 

A  loyal,  conscientious  race  he  drew 
them,  whose  blood  was  not  withheld 
in  the  cuuse  of  religion  iu  which  they 
williugly  sacrificed  all  and  guve 
goodly  company  to  the  list  < >f  martyrs. 

He  si  to  weil  our  debt  to  the  rugged 
ancestry  to  l>e  great  iu  that  the  prin¬ 
ciples  of  universal  education  implant¬ 
ed  by  them  have  lived  on,  to  be  the 
sheet  anchor  of  the  Republic. 

Before  closing  the  Doctor  dryly 
Imped  that  he  hadn't  detracted  from 
the  glory  of  puritauB  by  doing  justice 
to  the  Dutch. 

At  the  end  he  pointed  the  national 
obligation  iu  view  of  our  country’ 
standards  of  freedom  and  equality;  to 
pen  tlie  gates  to  tbe  oppressed  from 
other  lands  who  seek  an  honest  living 
among  us.

Mr.  Tower  was  one  of  the  organi¬ 
ser*  of  the  Bloomfield  Fire  Department,  a 
Stale  Keprt  amative  of  the  New  Jer*ey  Di- 
v  von  of  ilie  I  A.  W.,  and  a  member  of 
Uie  following:  New  Jersey  State  Fi.emen 
Association .  Exempt  A  _  oeiatiou  Bloomfield 
Cycling  and  Athletic  Association,  Associated 
Cycling  Clubs,  Royal  Arcanum  rad  tbe 
Elks.  His  work  for  cycl-ng  w.  very  suc- 
cenful ,  bis  district  having  'lie reused  largely 
in  members  under  his  supervision.  As  bee- 
re  tan  of  the  Tournament  Committee  of  the 
A.  C.  C..  be  succesafr'ly  earned  it  through 
without  a  hitch.  He  was  a  worker  iu  every¬ 
thing  he  undertook,  aud  undoubtedly  ovet 
estimated  his  strength.  He  hail  Ixen  sick 
only  a  week  of  typhoid-pneu-uoaia.
